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Goucher  College  chooses  new  president 

Colleagues  pleased  Scheye  will  remain  at  Loyola

The  Goucher  College  Board  of 
Thisiees  has  selected  Dr.  Judy  Mohraz, 
associate  provost  for  student  academic 
affairs  at  Southern  Methodist  University 
in  Dallas,  as  the  school’s  next  president 
effective  July  1. 

Mohraz  was  up  for  the  position 
against  the  only  remaining  candidate, 
Dr.  Thomas  Scheye,  Loyola  provost, 
academic  vice  president  and  acting  presi- 
dent. A third  finalist,  Dr.  Judy  Brown 
professor  of  history  at  Stanford  Univer- 
sity in  Stanford,  Calif.,  “withdrew  her 
nomination  forpetsonalandpiofcssional 
reasons,"  according  to  a Feb.  23  memo 
distributed  to  the  Goucher  community. 

“Dr.  Scheye  had  enormous  support 
at  Goucher.  He  was  one  of  two  finalists 
in  a nationwide  search  that  seriously 
considered  over  200of  the  top  educators 
inAmerica,’'saidBruce  Alexander, chair 
of  the  Goucher  Board  of  Trustees. 

“In  academic  circles.  Dr.  Scheye  is 
held  in  very  high  regard,  and  he  was 
nominated  by  a Goucher  person  who 
knew  and  liked  and  respected  him.  He

entered  our  candidate  pool  reluctantly. 
He  told  me  that  he  very  much  liked  his 


position  at  Loyola  and  fell  strongly  at- 
tached to  that  institution,”  Alexandersaid. 


WBAL  broadcasts  live  from  McGuire

Ron  Smith,  of  Baltimore’s  WBAL 
radio,  will  host  a live  show  from  Loyola 
on  Monday,  March  7.  The  show  will  be 
held  in  McGuire  Hall  from  8 to  1 1 p.m., 
and  will  cover  current  issues  such  as 
healthcare  and  urban  blight. 

The  program  will  be  set  up  in  a talk 
show  formal,  said  Rosalia  Scalia,  assis- 
tant director  of  public  relations.  A panel 
ofaroundeightstudenLs  will  be  onstage, 
and  Smith  will  wear  a wireless  micro- 
phone. which  will  enable  him  to  walk 
freely  around  the  audience.  Audience 
members  wUl  be  able  to  vocalize  their 
opinions  and  beliefs.  Local  colleges 
such  as  Tbwson  State  University,  have 
been  invited  to  attend  and  participate  in 
the  show  as  well. 

According  to  Aaron  Harris,  WBAL's 
director,  the  station  came  up  with  the 
idea  of  a live  broadcast  from  a college 
campus  a couple  of  years  ago.  Both  the 
station  and  Smith  felt  that  students  should 
be  able  to  voice  their  feelings  on  perti- 
nent issues,  and  to  show  the  world  that 
the  younger,  future  generation  is  also 


concerned  about  current  issues,  and  is 
able  to  express  themselves  in  an  intelli- 
gent manner. 

"It  is  important  [for  students]  to 
find  out  what  is  going  on  in  the  world 
and  to  show  that  they  think  about  more 
than  just  music,"  Harris  said. 

Harris  said  the  main  reason  for 
broadcasting  the  show  from  Loyolaisso 
people  will  become  "more  enthusiastic 
about  politics."  He  said  he  also  wants  to 
“increase  awareness.” 

“(Students)  are  the  future  of  our 
country  - it  is  important  for  them  to  be 
aware,”  he  said. 

According  to  Scalia,  WBAL  called 
Loyola  and  asked  permission  to  broad- 
cast from  the  campus.  Her  reaction  was 
favorable,  and  Harris  had  “an  easy  lime 
getting  the  show  set  up.”  Harris  had 
originally  desired  to  hold  the  show  at 
Tbwson  Slate  University,  his  alma- 
mater,  but  their  response  had  been  both 
unfavorable  and  uncooperative. 

"It  wasn’t  worth  their  (Tbwson’s] 
time,”  Harris  said,  adding  that  when  he 
asked  Tbwson ’s  debate  coach  for  15-20 
intelligent  students  to  participate,  the 
coach  responded  by  stating  that  Harris 


"would  be  lucky  if  he  could  find  five 
intelligible  students”  on  Tbwson’s  cam- 
pus. SoHarrisapproached  Loyola,  where 
he  found  both  the  college  and  Scalia  to 
be,  “positive  and  responsive." 

All  students  and  faculty  are  invited 
to  attend  the  program,  Harris  said.  He 
urges  audience  members  to  slate  their 
beliefs  on  the  many  central  issues  of 
today.  Students  unable  to  attend  the 
program  can  voice  their  questions  and 
opim'ons  by  phoning  the  stations  regular 
number,  467-WBAL. 

WBAL  is  Baltimore's  lop  radio  sta- 
tion. Locatedat  1090AM,  thesiationhas 
the  largest  audience  (50,000  watts),  and 
is  one  of  the  biggest  in  the  country.  Dur- 
ing the  day,  WBALs  signal  reaches  the 
surrounding  areas  of  both  Pennsylvania 
and  Virginia,  but  at  night  is  often  able  to 
reach  areas  of  the  northern  cast  coast, 
such  as  Massachusetts  and  New  York. 

Scalia  hopes  that  the  program  will 
receive  a favorable  turnout,  and  believes 
the  show  will  be  a great  opportunity  for 
students  to  reveal  their  beliefs  in  an  ar- 
ticulate manner. 

“It  is  a way  for  Loyola  students  to 
shine  in  public,”  she  said.

“I’m  enough  of  a competitor  that  I 
don’t  like  the  idea  of  losing,  but  it  would 
have  been  very  wrenching  to  leave  Loyola 
after  25  years,"  Scheye  said.  “1  realize 
that  I have  a lot  of  good  friends  there,  and 
that  makes  a real  difference. 

"Our  Board  of  Thislees  has  been 
unfailingly  supportive  and  generous. 
They  did  not  discourage  me  from  taking 
a look  when  I was  called,  but  1 think 
they’re  genuinely  pleased  that  I’ll  be 
Slaying.  So  am  I.” 

Scheye  said  he  will  remain  in  his 
current  position  at  Loyola  and  will  also 
continue  to  teach  English.  “The  only 
opportunity  I’m  looking  at  right  now  is 
the  opportunity  to  help  Fr.  Ridley  move 
Loyola  forward,”  he  said. 

“Dr.  Scheye  is  a man  of  enormous 
talents.  He's  bright,  he  has  a splendid 
record  both  as  an  academic  and  as  an 
administrator.  It  was  simply  a case  of 
having  iwoexiremely  well -qualified  can- 
didates ...  I think,  in  this  case.  Dr. 
Mohraz  ultimately  had  the  edge  because 
ourcurrent  president (Dr.RhodaDoisey) 
has  been  in  office  for  20yeare,  and  1 think 
that  some  trustees  fell  that  to  go  outside 
Baltimore  for  a president  could  bring 
infusion  of  some  different  ideas  to 
Goucher,”  Alexandersaid.

Mary  Joy  Rivelois  has  been  ap- 
pointed by  the  Board  of  Thisiccs  to  the 
new  position  of  secretary  of  the  college, 
effective  immediately.

begin  until  July.  However,  Pat  Gatlo, 
secretary  to  Dr.  Tbm  Scheye,  provost, 
academic  vice  president  and  acting  presi- 
dent, is  leaving,  causing  Rivelois  to  com- 
mence her  new  position  immediately. 

“It’s  going  to  be  a fun  job,”  Rivelois 
said.  "Al  first  I thought  it  would  be  less 
work,  but  I have  to  learn  the  technical 
part  - 1 am  not  computer  literate." 

Rivelois  is  uncenainas  to  where  her 
new  office  will  be  located,  but  is  cnihu- 
siasllc  that  it  will  likely  be  in  the  middle 
of  campus.  Rivelois  hopes  she  will  be 
less  isolated  from  the  campus  than  she  Is 
in  her  current  office  at  the  president's 
hou.se.

A trustee  emeritus  status  was  also 
awarded  last  Wednesday.  Richard  B.  Hug, 
whose  professional  positions  includechair- 
man,  CEO  and  sole  owner  of  Hug  Enter- 
prises, Inc.,  was  named  to  this  honorary 
position, 

"The  slate  of  trustees  is  not  complete 
yet,"  Scheye  said.  The  board  was  “very

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Ridley  speaks  on  local  students,  religion,  and  drinking

Rev.  Harold  “Hap"  Ridley,  S J.,  who 
will  assume  his  position  as  presidenl  of 
Loyola  College  com!  ng  July,  met  with 
membetsof  TheCreyhound  andyeaibook 
staffe  on  Tuesday,  Rb.  15,  at  Arminger 
House,  the  president's  residence. 

In  last  week’s  installment,  the  fust  in 
a three-part  interview  series,  Fr.  Ridley 
spoke  about  leaching,  faculty,  and  tuition 
raises.  In  this  second  installment.  Ft. 
Ridley  responds  to  questions  about 
Loyola’s  coiTimilmenl  to  local  students,  a 
renewal  of  Catholicism  at  the  college  and 
the  problem  of  underage  drinking. 

Greyhound;  In  a Loyola  alumni 
magazine  feature,  you  stated  “A  local  kid 
who  wants  to  board  on  campus  could 
displace  a kid  from  Chicago,  who  brings 
his  own  set  of  strengths  to  a school  like 
Loyola."  Thisisadisiurbingsiaiementto 
aresidenlstudenl  from  White  Marsh  with 
two  local  roommates  and  family  ties  with 
theschool.  Howwillthecotlegeweighils 
strong  commitment  to  the  Baltimore  area 
with  a drive  to  widen  its  student  body? 

Ridley:  You  don’t.  You  just  weigh 
it.  That’s  the  thing  you  look  at,  Ken  Mills 
fromWhite  Marsh,  great  Jesuit  associa- 
tionwith  White  Marsh,  right?,  homeof  the 
novitiate,  versus  a student  from  Chicago, 
equal,  what  do  you  do?  Father’s  an  alum, 
those  are  decisions  that  are  tough  deci- 
sions, what  is  the  best  for  theschool  down 
the  road. 

At  one  point,  someone  made  the  de- 
cision that  thiscollegecouldnolsurviveas 
a competitive  school  unless  it  began  to 
build  dorms.  You  can  be  sure  that  some- 
one silting  there  said,  "What  about  our 

stiongcommiimenliotheBaliimorearca? 
We  don’t  need  dorms.’’ 

I think  to  insure  the  survival  of  this 
college,  you  have  to  create  as  wide  an 
applicant  pool  as  possible  so  you  become 
less  a victim  of  variables. 

When  I grew  up  in  Jersey  City,  Jersey 
City  was  filled  with  kids  like  myself,  smart, 

I Irish  Catholic,  German  Catholic,  German- 
American.lrish-American,  Ilalian-Ameri- 
can,  Polish-American,  parents  Fust  orsec- 
ond  generation  college-goers.  St.  Peter’s 
College  served  that  community  excel- 
lently. [Among]  alumni  of  Sl.Peier’s  Col- 
lege. which  until  the  last  couple  of  years 
was  essentially  acommunity  college,  you’ll 
find  major,  majorshakers.  Bankers,  law- 
yers, outstanding  people,  much  like  Loyola 
in  Baltimore.  You  visit  any  institution 
around  the  metropolitan  area  and  you  find 
graduates  ofSi.Peter’sCollege.  But  they 
failed  to  do  what  this  college  did.  Only  in 
the  past  year  or  so  did  they  build  dorms. 
But  in  a sense  it’s  loo  late,  because  the 
community  changed.  Plus,  the  new  phe- 
nomenon is  the  community  coUege. 

St.  Peter’s  is  trying  to  craw!  out  of  a 
hole.  Loyola  is  not  in  that  situation,  but  I 

thinkyouconstanllyhavetobroadenyour 

reputation,  Whether  or  not  that  means 
saying  to  a local  student,  “I’m  sorry,  but 
you can’tliveon campus.”  Idon’tknow. 

I guess  I don’t  know.  The  big  question 
here  is  how  much  growth  is  possible. 

G:  You  have  stated  that  you  plan  to 
“recoveracommitmenl  to  Catholic  learn- 
ing.” Loyola’s  present  diversity  includes 
tolerance  in  the  classroom  lo  the  alterna- 
tive ideas  held  by  our  non-Catholic  stu- 


dents. Howwill  this  commitment  to  Catho- 
lic learning  affect  diversity? 

R:  It  shouldn’t  affect  it  at  all,  if  you 
think  about  it.  Catholicism  is  an  extraor- 
dinarily diverse  religion,  as  any  of  the 
great  religions  are.  Part  of  the  history  of 
christianity.thecarly  history,  is  the  simple 
denial  of  ethnic--  the  relationship  of 
ethnicity  and  religion.  Thercshouldagcd 
exclusively  for  neither  slave  nor  Greek, 
Hebrew  nor  Jew,  slaveor  free  nor  male  or 
female,  So  Christianity,  forget  Catholi- 
cism, is  in  and  of  itself,  an  incredibly 
diverse  religion. 

The  Society  of  Jesus  is  a very  diverse 
religious  order.  Ws  exist  all  over  the 
place.  I live  with  3 Nigerian  Jesuits,  a 
Be!gjumJesuit,andanorthem  Irish  Jesuit. 
So  in  and  of  itself  there  is  no  conflict.  If 
anything,  I think  we  have  more  of  an 
impetus  lo  recognize  andrespeetdivetsity 
becauseofthedifferent  traditions  ihatlead 
to  the  sort  of  tradition  that  lead  to  a place 
like  Loyola  CoUege.  In  addition,  I would 
say,  that  intolerance  is  inconsistent  with 
Christianity  at  its  best. 

Not  that  ihere  have  not  been  periods 
in  the  history  of  Christianity  where  there’s 
been  extreme  intolerance  and  aggressive- 
ness. Most  religions  have  those  periods. 
But  that  is  inconsistent  with  the  essence,  I 
think,  of  Christianity.  Loyola  CoUege 
doesn’t  have  to  become  more  Catholic 
and  Christian  for  my  sake,  but  I think  for 
the  sake  of  many  of  our  students  and  for 
the  sake  of  providing  an  option  with  in 
higher  education. 

I think  coUeges  like  Loyola,  Jesuit 
colleges,  have  lo  look  more  deeply  into 
their  own  traditions,  to  remind  a new 
generation  of  young  Christians,  young 
CalhoUcs.youngpeopleofdifferenlsorts, 
that  reUgjon  and  learning  are  not  incom- 
patible. 

In  the  academic  world  today,  if  you 
are  a learned  person,  if  you  are  really 
educated,  then  you  recognize  that  religion 
is  nice,  but  it  is  not  the  work  of  a serious 
person.  If  you  go  anywhere  in  academic 
life,  probably  including  parts  of  this  cam- 
pus, that  simply  it  is  a given:  it’s  unsophis- 
ticated, it’s  reirogresive,  it’s  just  that  you 
haven’t  brokenaway  from  yourmolheror 
father. 

Learning  and  Christianity,  and  learn- 
ing most  of  the  great  religious  traditions, 
that  have  an  intimate  relaUonship,  you 
have  to  go  beyond  the  point  where  youjusl 
sec  religion  as  an  attempt  to  impose  con- 
formity or  to  say  we’re  better  than  the 
others  or  we  have  a particularly  special 
purchaseoniheiruih.  Thafsnolwhalil’s 
all  about.  Ii’s  an  attempt  to  probe  the 
depths  of  the  human  spirit,  and  that’s 
where  religious  experience  begins. 

That  journey,  that  process,  requites 
all  of  the  resources  of  that  the  academy  if 
it’s  to  be  done  well,  Religion,  serious 
religion,  prayer,  reflection,  challenging 
yourself  theologically  or  through  dis- 
course, simply  needs  to  draw  upon  the 
benefit  of  learning.  Thai’s  why  I’m  an 
English  teacher. 

Peoplecouldsay,“Thcrc'ssupposed 
lobcashoilageofpriesls,  what  thchelJ  are 
youdoing  leaching  Shakespeare?"  Part  of 
it  is  to  simply  represent  the  fact,  for  me, 
that  language  is  important  in  religion,  the 
language  that  you  use  when  you  pray  is 

importani,lhelanguagethaiyouusewhcn 

you  talk  about  the  religious  experience  is 
important.  Iwincewhenlhear language, 
you  know,  too  touchy  feely,  you  know  the 


type  of  thing  you  can  sometimes  hear  in 
sermons,  whenyousay,“WhydoIfeel  it’s 
like  sitting  in  a subcar?’’  and  you  say  "I 
think  I’ve  seen  that  ad  for  Preparation  H, 
800  hundred  limes.”  I’ve  heard  that 
language  and  if  the  language  goes,  the 
reality  goes,  and  it  becomes  inaccessible. 
The  practice  of  religion,  the  theological 
tool  of  religion  refleciion,  belongs  at  the 
heart  of  the  matter,  just  as  other  kinds  of 
refleclions  do.  But  I think  it  can  be  threat- 
ening, becaiae  I think  there  many  people 
who  just  see  it  as  retrogressive. 

G:Will  there  be  changes  in  the  cur- 
riculum, then,  to  the  theology  or  ethics 
cores? 

R:  lb  tell  you  the  truth,  I just  took  a 
very  quick  look  at  the  curriculum.  I be- 
lieve they  are  thinking  about  a program  in 
Catholic  studies,  and  that  would  make  an 
awfulloiofsense.  Inthe  60s  and70s,  what 
we  (ended  lo  do  is  create,  rather  than 
theology  departments  or  religious  studies 
departments,  core  courses,  courses  any 
person,  Jewish,  Buddhist,  Islam,  what- 
ever, could  lake,  that  would  be  generic 
introductions  to  religion.  I think  for  a 
Catholic  student  that’s  good  lo  see. 

It’s  important  that  you  sort  of  back 
outandreenleryourtradition.  Iwouldlike 
to  think  that  a college  like  this  that  does 
identify  itself  as  a Catholic  institution 
would  offer  lo  a student,  any  student, 
majoring  in  whatever,  the  possibility  of 
taking  a series  of  courses  as  free  electives 
that  would  really  introduce  them,  in  an 
adult  level,  lo  their  faith.  You  know  that’s 
not  true,  that’s  not  a reality  in  today’s 
church,  andIknowiiisn’t,it’ssonofgone 
by  the  boards. 

It’s  son  of  ironic  that  Catholics  in 
America,  owing  to  these  massive  systems 
of  schools,  in  my  generation,  are  the  best 
educated  people  in  the  United  Slates,  in 
the  best  paid  positions. 

In  a sense,  these  several  generations 
of  immigrant  populations,  which  is  all  of 
our  backgrounds,  those  people  have 
struggled  and  built  up.  My  parents,  my 
grandparents,  have  struggled  to  build  a 
parishschool,  and  for  that  just  logo  by  the 
board  and  for  us  lo  allow  these  institutions 
to  become  vague  and  faintly  religious . 
faintreligiondoesn’iinteresime.  Thefacl 
that  I might  survive  as  a vague  memory  in 
the  minds  of  those  who  love  me  is  not  a 
great  consolation  lo  me  if  I am  spinning 
out  of  control  on  Route  81  with  a two- ion 
tractor  irailercominginlo  me.  Push  come 
lo  shove,  1 think  there’s  an  awful  lot  of 
vagueness,  and  there  need  not  be, 

G:  You  called  Loyola  a “citizen  of 
the  region"  that  should  “teach  values.” 
Oneregion  that  Loyolasiudents  populate, 
according  lo  a recent  article  in  'The 
Princeton  Review,’  is  the  local  barscene. 
The  current  administration  has  been  reluc- 
tant to  recognize  ihepossibiliiyof  an  alco- 
hol problemoncampus.  What  do  you  feel 
is  the  best  position  for  the  college  to  take 
on  ihissensitive issue  ofils  students’ wel- 
fare? 

R:  Obey  the  law. 

It’s  hard  to  say  because  you  have  a 
different  generation  of  students  than  you 
had  ten  years  ago,  and  so  there  is  an  apples 
and  oranges  feature, 

Let’s  presume  the  students  haven’t 
changed  that  much.  Has  the  raising  of  the 
drinking  age  been  belter  or  woise;  has  it 
helped  or  has  it  hurt  the  situation?  I don’  l 
know  here;  I’ll  tell  you  about  my  own 


institution. 

We  have,  essentiaUy.  by  the  fact  that 
we  do  observe  the  law,  made  social  drink- 
ing on  campus  impossible.  We  do  have  a 
21  club  once  ina  while,  but  social  drinking 
is  simply  not  there.  Students  at  our  cam- 
pusgooff-campus.  Soifsnoi  that  they’re 
not  drinking;  they 're  not  drinking  oncam- 
pus. 

They  have  to  get  back,  'niey’rcvety 
careful.  I think  designated  drivers  help 
lakecareofil.  Myobservalionislhaithis 
generalion  of  students  is  very  alert  to  the 
problem  of  drinking  and  driving;  I don’t 
know  if  they’re  alert  to  the  problems  of 
drinking. 

Bui  it  has  meant  that  the  type  of 
drinking  that  I think  used  to  be  a good 

experience,  drinkingatcventssuchas  this, 

drinking  al  a nice  party  wi  ih  fac  ul ty  mem- 
bers, a lot  of  that  is  simply  not  possible, 
and  that’s  where  we  learned  lo  drink. 

Il  worries  me becauseihepaiiemlsee 
in  some  students,  by  no  means  all,  but  I 
think  that  there  are  more  students  who 
drink  abusively,  whose  paiiemof  drinking 
is  abusive,  that  drink  lo  get  drunk  sort  of 
vigorously.  Thai  bothers  me,  and  il  both- 
ers all  of  us  ai  my  school  because  each 
year,  come  around  senior  week,  you  sort 
of  stand  there  and  say  “Oh.  my  god." 
Obviously  around  senior  week  drinking 
becomes  much  more  public  because  most 
of  the  students  arc  past  21  and  you  stand 
there  at  a dance  oral  a clam  bake  and  say, 
“Where  the  hell  have  we  been?"  Youcan 
see  problems  comingon  but  what  can  you 
do?  Do  you  ban  alcohol?  Iknowaschool 
that  banned  alcohol  and  they  have  more 
problems  than  you  can  shake  a stick  ai. 

G:  Currently  manyofoursludents go 
lo  off  campus  bars  because  the  college 
musienforce  ihelaw  about  drinking.  Many 
feel  that  if  there  were  more  on-campus 
activities  that  perhaps  the  problem  might 
be  alleviated. 

R:  Non-alcohol-relatcd  things  are 
necessary  for  every  college.  What  hap- 
pens here  is  what  happens  at  most  places: 
the  student  life  people  and  the  student 
government  get  tired  because  they  do 
something  and  no  one  shows  up.  Soil’sa 
teal  challenge  and  you’ve  got  to  come  up 
with  different  things,  line  dancing.  I don’t 
know,  we  iried  to  gel  our  student  life 
people  to  do  a line  dancing  thing,  li  has  to 
be  continual,  because  of  the  nature  of  the 
culture  you  are  all  involved  in.  it  has  to 
catch  you. 

But  college  cannot  service,  cannot 
solve,  every  problem.  You  learn  by  mis- 
takes, but  what  you  try  to  do  is  make  sure 
the  mistakes  are  not  mistakes  you  cannot 
recover  from,  and  that’s  why  I am  con- 
cerned about  reacting  to  behavior.  A 
student  who  is  drunk  and  disorderly  and 
abusive  you  have  to  react  to.  react  lo  in  a 
positive  way.  It  may  have  to  be  in  a 
disciplinary  way.  but  you  c^'l  make- 
believe  that  it’s  not  happening.  But  on  the 
other  hand,  you  can’t  beat  yourself  over 
the  head  because  people  will  be  people, 
people  will  drink.

Goucher  selects  new  president 

Scheye  remains  in  position  at  Loyola 
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Alexander  said,  “1  know  I speak  on  be- 
half of  the  Presidential  Search  Commit- 
tee and  the  entire  Board  of  Thistecs  in 
expressing  my  great  confidence  in  Dr. 
Mohraz’s  ability  to  move  the  college 
for\vard  decisively  and  aggressively  in 
its  pursuit  of  a new  level  of  excellence  as 
the  Mid-Atlantic  region’s  premiere  lib- 
eral arts  institution.” 

Mohraz  has  held  her  current  posi- 
tion at  Southern  Methodist  since  1988. 
Formerly  an  associate  professor  of  his- 
tory, she  coordinated  the  school’s 
women’s  studies  program  in  1977. 

She  will  replace  Dorsey,  who  has 
been  at  Goucher  for  40  years  and  is  the 
school’s  first  female  presidenl.  Dorsey  is 
noted  for  guiding  the  former  women’s 
college  in  ils  transition  lo  aco-cd  instilu- 
tionin  1986,  according  to  DebbieSwartz, 
co-edjlor  of  The  Quindecim,  Goucher’s 
student  newspaper. 

“Goucher’smovinginioanewphase 
in  its  history.The  big  emphasis  is  on 
increasing  enrollment  and  enhancing 
Goucher’snameas  apremiere  liberal  arts 
institution,”  shesaid. 

The  trustees’ final  decisionwas  “gen- 
der-blind,” said  Odeile  Ramos,  Goucher 
Student  Government  presidenl. 

“Fbrsome,genderisanissue,mean- 
ing  they  would  like  to  see  a woman 
presidenl.  Rr  others,  they  Just  want  to 
see  the  best  person  gel  the  job,”  Swartz 
said. 

Although  the  board  made  the  final 
decision,  Goucher  students,  faculty  and 
administrators  were  very  much  involved 
in  the  process.  Each  of  the  three  finalists 
visited  Goucher  for  a day  and  held  a 
series  of  meetings  and  open  forums, 
Swartz  said.  Issues  brought  up  al  the

Scheye’s  colleagues  at  Loyola  seem 
pleased  that  he  will  be  staying  on  and  feel 
he  will  ease  the  college’s  transition  lo  a 
new  presidency  under  the  Rev.  Harold 
Ridley,  SJ.of  LeMoyne  College  in  Syra- 
cuse, N.Y, 

Scheye  said  he  mei  Fr.  Ridley  in  the 
earlySOswhenhewasihc  chief  academic 
office  at  LeMoyne  College,  and  was  not 
reunited  with  him  until  Ridley  accepted 
the  Loyola  position. 

"I  fell  as  if  we  had  picked  up  a 
conversation  where  we  had  left  it  off  1 0 
years  earlier.  Maybe  it's  because  we’re 
both  English  teachers,  but  we  seem  to  sec 
things  alike.  Tmlookingforward  to  work- 
ing with  him."  Scheye  said. 

“Scheye  has  relationships  with 
Loyola,  with  ils  trustees,  alumni  and  ad- 
minisiraiors  that  span  years,"  said  Susan 
Donovan,  vice  president  for  student  de- 
velopmenianddeanofsludenis.  “Hehas 
had  a lot  of  contact  with  Ridley  on  a 
regular  basis  and  seems  to  already  have  a 
good  working  relationship  with  him.” 

“Having  Scheye  around  is  going  lo 
make  Fr.  Ridley’s  job  a lot  easier."  said 
Frank  Cunningham,  assistant  provosiand 
professorofphilosophy.  “Iwasalwaysof 
mixed  emotions  - while  I thought  it  was  a 
great  opportunity  forhim,  I also  thought  it 
could  be  a serious  blow  to  Loyola.  I am 
real  happy  that  we're  going  lo  have  him 
with  us.” 

“I feelaliitlc disappointed  forhim.  1 
think  that  Tbm  is  an  extraordinarily  tal- 
ented adminisiraior.  He  has  talents  that 
would  probably  lead  him  to  be  presidenl 
somewhere.  Goucher  would  be  the  next 
step  in  his  caree--  for  him,"  he  said. 

“Goucher  made  a lot  of  sense”  be- 
cause of  Scheye’s  lies  to  Baltimore. 
Cunningham  said.

ment, said  Dr.  Donelda  Ctook,  director  of 
the  counseling  center. 

“Students  can  come  to  the  cenierand 
talk  one-on-one  with  a counselor,  or  we 
can  fit  them  into  a group,  if  they’d  like," 
said  Cook. 

Gioupcoiinscting,  according  to  Ck»k, 
leaches  students  that  they  are  not  alone 
with  their  concerns  and  gives  them  new 


ways  to  resolve  their  problems  from  both 
peers  and  counselors. 

“Our  goal  is  lo  help  students  figure 
out  what’s  going  on  and  understand  that 
college  is  not  only  a time  of  academic 
growth  but  also  emotional,”  said  Cook. 

This  semester,  along  with 
assertiveness  training,  the  center  is  offer- 
ing groups  in  Ealing  Disorders;  Gay,  Les- 


bian and  Bisexual  Support  and  Rape  Sur- 
vivors among  others. 

“Students  with  a desire  lo  begin  a 
group  not  already  available  at  the  center 
should  come  in  and  talk  to  us  about  start- 
ing one,"  said  Cook.

“The  board  is  so  important  to  Loyola 
that  iheyshouldhavespeciai  care, "Rivelois 
said.  She  wants  to  offer  them  a chance  to 
become  more  personally  involved  with 
thecollege.  “MembersreceiveallLoyola 
mailings  but  are  loo  overwhelmed  with 
mail  (hat ! would  like  to  be  able  to  fax 
specific  members  information  which  they 
arespecificallyinlerestedin.”  Indoingso, 
trustees  can  become  more  aware  of  cam- 
pus happenings.  An  example  Rivelois 
referred  to  involved  a trustee,  who  upon 
hcaringaboul  the  Project  Mexico  auction, 
was  disappointed  in  having  missed  it. 
Rivelois  hopes  to  prevent  such  future  in- 
stances. 

Another  goal  Rivelois  has  in  her  new 
position  is  to  increase  female  rcpresenta- 
tionontheboard.  Currently,  only  eight  of 
the  board’s  34  members  are  women. 

The  goal  seems  within  reach  consid- 
ering Rivelois’  first  summer  at  Loyola. 

In  June  1965,  Rivelois  began  her  du- 
ties as  secretary  to  the  president,  the  late 
Rev.  Joseph  A.  Sellinger,  S J. 

At  the  time  Loyola  was  an  all  male 
institution.  There  were  about  “16  or  18 
female  secretaries”  who  had  to  eai  their 
lunches  in  Maryland  Hall,  Rivelois  said. 
“Wfe  had  one  hot  plate,  a refrigerator,  and 
3 soda  machine.”  In  (he  cafeteria,  the 
studentsandfacultyatehoimeals.  Women 
were  not  permitted  to  eat  there. 

Rivelois  went  straight  to  Sellinger 
and  asked,  “Why  is  this?” 

Sellinger's  response  was  always  the 
same  when  it  came  to  Rivelois  fighting  for 
something  she  believed  in:  “Do  it,  fight  for 
ikjustdon’l  telime  until  it’s  over,"  Rivelois 
recalls. 

The  next  day  Rivelois  and  a female 
friend  attempted  to  enter  the  cafeteria  and 
were immediaielycscortedouiby  the  older 
Jesuits.  Thenexl  day  they  triedagain  with 
the  same  results.  On  the  third  day,  “they 
[The  Jesuits]  finally  stepped  aside.” 

“IlsoundssosiUy  now  because  people 
can’l  imagine  it,"  she  said.  Rivelois  looks 


upon  the  incident  as  a “cornerstone  on 
which  we’ve  built." 

Another  cornerstone  came  with  the 
building  of  the  first  dormitory,  which 
opened  Loyola  to  Ihe  outside  world,  she 
said.  When  Loyola  merged  with  Mount 
Saint  Agnes  in  1971,  it  was  a “unique 
experience,”  Rivelois  said.  It  did  not  only 
include  theadmillanceoffemales,  butalso 
intertwined  twodifferentreligious  groups, 
the  Jesuits  and  the  Sisters  of  Mercy. 

Another  religious  group  was  brought 
into  the  decision-making  process  when 
Loyolaand  iheSistersofNotreDamebuili 
the  first  shared  library  among  colleges. 

“I  love  watching  the  growth  of  the 
college  and  being  a pari  of  it  and  having  a 
chance  to  give  something  that’s  lasting,” 
Rivelois  said. 

Before  coming  lo  Loyola,  Rivelois 


worked  underSellingeral  Georgetown  for 
three  years  while  he  was  dean  of  the  Lib- 
eral Arts  College.  After  heleftGeorgelown 
lo  come  10  Loyola,  Rivelois  continued  for 
another  year  at  Georgetown.  Upon  leav- 
ing there,  she  had  plans  lo  enter  the  Peace 
Co  rpsbulinstead  responded  to  Sellinger’s 
request  that  she  come  work  with  him  at 
Loyola. 

“Mary  Joy’s  new  position  as  secre- 
tary of  the  college  will  allow  Loyola  to 
lakeadvantageofherunique  history.  She 
has  been  apart  of  Loyolaas  long  as  Father 
Sellinger  was  and  she  is  almost  as  well 
known  lo  all  of  his  friends  as  be  was.  As 
secretary  of  the  coUegeorsecretary  of  the 
corporation  she  will  make  an  excellent 
represcniaiive  of  Ihe  coUege  in  the  many 
communities  where  she  is  well  known,” 
Scheyesaid.

Senior  suggests  gift 
of  literacy  to  college 


Editor: 

The  Senior  Class  Gift  Committee 
has  begun  the  process  of  kicking  around 
ideas  for  the  Class  of  1994's  gift  lo 
Loyola.  It  has  been  a tradition  here  for 
each  departing  class  lo  raise  funds  from 
its  members  to  go  towards  the  class 
present  in  tribuieoflhe  memories,  friend- 
ships and  most  importantly  the  educa- 
tion received  at  Loyola. 

Past  gifts  to  the  college  have  had 
their  merits.  Several  classes  in  the  late 
1980s  donated  their  monies  lo  make  the 
campus  more  accessible  to  the  disabled. 
The  sliding  door  in  Maryland  Hall  and 
various  ramps  have  been  among  the  im- 
provements resulting  from  their  cam- 
paigns. Other  classes  contributed  to- 
wards the  beautification  of  the  campus. 
Marble  benches  and  Ihe  student  quad 
near  Ihe  center  of  Evergreen  have  been 
among  the  most  recent  gifts.  Last  year. 
Ihe  Class  of  1993  made  its  gift  a bronze 
statue  of  a greyhound  to  serve  as  a sym- 
bol of  pride  in  the  school.  (We  have  yet 
to  sec  whal  the  canine  god  looks  like.) 

Such  gifts  have  in  the  main  been 
either  practical  or  good  forschool  spirit. 
However,  the  time  has  come  for  a class 
to  show  its  gratitude  for  Ihe  education 
received  in  a new  way.  The  Class  of 
1994  should  consider  making  its  gift  one 
that  will  bolster  educational  opportuni- 
ties at  Loyola  for  future  generations. 

One  way  in  which  that  could  be 
accomplished  would  be  donating  the 
funds  towards  improving  the  Loyola/ 
Notre  Dame  Library's  book  collection. 
Loyola's  library  is  a good  source  for 
basic  information,  but  it  lacks  a solid 
collection  of  more  recent  books  and  re- 
sources. At  limes,  it  can  be  frustrating  10 
find  appropriate  books-especially  pri- 
mary sources— for  term  papers  or  re- 
ports. While  the  library's  inter-library 
loan  ofilce  is  helpful  in  gelling  students 
the  maierials  they  need,  it  would  be  more 
beneficial  and  perhaps  more  cost-effec- 
tive to  students  and  faculty  alike  if  some 
of  those  resources  available  elsewhere 
were  more  accessible  at  the  library  on 
campus. 

If  each  senior  gave  S50  towards  the 
library  fund,  and  500  seniors  partici- 
pated. that  would  amount  to  $25,000  for 
new  books,  magazines,  Journals,  videos 
and/or  other  resources.  If  the  average 
cosiofcachbookor  material  is  $25,  then 
aS25,000contribulion  would  amount  lo 
an  approximately  onc-lhousand-book 
increase  in  the  collection.  Part(orall)of 
(he  money  raised  might  evenbe  invested 
or  placed  into  an  account  so  that  new 
resources  could  be  bought  every  year 
with  the  accrued  interest. 

Such  a gift  would  markedly  im- 
prove the  library  forfuture  generations. 

A special  imprinted  seat  could  be  de- 
signed and  placedoneach  donated  book 
so  (hat  future  generations  will  know  that 
the  Class  of  1994  was  responsible  for 
helping  improve  resources  available  lo 
sludenl-s.  A donation  of  books  would 
stand  as  a well-appreciated  memorial  to 
the  Class  of  1994  and  to  the  education 
that  it  received.

one  can  envision  the  content. 

The  Wne  Bottles,  another  Boulder- 
based  band,  opened  the  Hammeijacks 
show.  Their  folk-rockish  sound  set  the 
stage  for  the  night’s  entertainment  and 
kept  the  restless  crowd  interested  with 
their  strong  stage  presence.

Friday  workshops  including  a“hearing 
test"  designed  to  provide  a simulation  of 
the  deaf  experience,  will  be  conducted 
on  an  ongoing  basis  in  the  College  Center. 

Batchelor’s  involvement  withthe  deaf 
community  includes  instructing  a deaf 
child  in  CCD  in  Frederick,  Md.,  weekly, 
and  volunteering  at  the  Foxwood 
Apartments,  a local  housing  facility  for 
residents  who  are  often  deaf  or  blind, 
each  month  at  Tbesday  night  bingo.  An 
English  major  and  secondary  education 
minor,  she  plans  some  day  to  teach 
students  who  are  deaf.  Lepore’s 
experience  hits  a little  closer  to  home  - 
having  an  older  sister  who  is  deaf  has 
given  her  a real  perspective  on  some  of 
the  issues  facing  the  community,  and  the 
world  of  difference  that  exists  between 
sound  and  silence,  These  include  issues 
in  education  (most  deaf  people  only 
achieve  a fourth  or  fifth  grade  reading 
level  because  it  is  assumed  that  English 
is  their  native  language,  when  actually, 
ASL,  or  American  Sign  Language,  is 
actually  the  primary  language  of  the 
majority  ofdeaf  people), andolheraspec  is 
asweli.  Lepore iscurrenllyapsychology 
major  who  may  some  day  work  with  the 
deaf.  She  believes  that  the  impact  of  the 
newly  passed  Americans  with  Disabilities 
Acl(ADA)wilhregardto  new  mandates 
foradapiaiions  fordeaf  people,  will  affect 
not  only  speech  pathology  majors,  who 
seem  lo  be  typically  conjoined  with  sign 
language  and  deaf  awareness,  but  all 
majors,  especially  pre-law  and  biology. 
For  this  reason,  she  would  like  to  increase 
awarencssofdeafnesson  campus, starting 
with  the  week-long  observance. 

“It’s  a wonderful  beginningofaneven 
greater  interest  and  involvement  in  Ihc 
deaf  community,  “ said  Bette  Stevens, 
one  of  the  instructors  of  SPllO: 
Communication  and  Culture  of  the  Deaf 
and  Hearing  Impaired.

"Blue  Chips  ’ begins  with  iis  most 
entertaining  scene.  Nick  Nolle  is  at  his 
best  while  coaching  his  team,  which  is 
going  through  Its  worst  season  ever.  He 
ends  up  throwing  a fit  and  kicking  the 
ball  into  the  stands  aL'icr  an  argument 
with  Ihe  referee.  UnTofiunalel>.  Nolle's 
best  scene  issioicnbylhcopposingcoach 
Rick  Piiino  (coach  of  the  Kentucky 
Wildcats)  playing  himself. 

Nolte's  chanicicr,  Pete  Bell  is  coming 
off  his  first  losing  season  and  isdcspcralc 
to  recruit  better  players,  bul  is  strongly 
against  breaking  the  rules.  He  goes  after 
three  young  players:  Butch  (Anfernee 
Hardaway),  Neon  Boudc.iux  (ShaiiuiUc 
O’Neal),  and  Rick  Row.  Two  ol  the 
recruits  expect  i little  more  than  a 
scholarship:  only  Neon  doc-s  noi  come 


oui  .ind  ask  for  a speciilc  rmancial 
gain. 

Pete  is  against  paying  Ihe  alhlclcs, 
bul  he  also  hales  to  lose.  Enter  ihe  rich 
alumnas  Happy  (J.T  Walsh),  who  is 
already  one  of  Pete’s  least  favorite 
people.  Happy  runs  an  organization 
called  Fnends  of  the  Program  which 
'‘buys"  alhlelcs  for  Ihe  school ’s  teams. 

Nollcsiruggles  throughout  the  movie 
over  whether  it  is  more  important  for 
him  to  win  or  to  obey  the  rules.  He 
allcmpis  to  take  the  high  road,  but  no 
one  seems  to  want  to  take  that  road 
with  him,  so  he  gives  in  to  Happy's 
wishes  and  lets  him  buy  the  recruits. 
Here  is  another  very  weak  part  of  the 
movie:  after  all,  what  coach  dislikes 
rich  alumnae  who  offer  to  buy  gyms, 
cquipmcntorevcnplayersforlheteam? 
Much  like  the  reslof  Ihe  movie.  Nolle 
overplays  this  struggle  and  the  regrets 
that  follow. 

The  movie  climaxes  with  Iheopening 
game  against  the  No.  1 ranked  Indiana 
Hoosiers.  coached  by  the  legendary 


Bobby  Knighl.  It  is  very  easy  to  predict 
what  Nolle  reveals  in  the  preis  conference 
after  the  game.  The  whole  story  line  really 
falls  rial  and  is  a terrible  disappoinlmcni. 

However,  there  are  some  momcnls  where 
the  film  shines,  usually  out  on  the  court 
where  the  basketball  players  pul  on  an 
(lulsiandingshow.  They  are  definitely  the 
most  exciting  part  of  the  movie.  The  best 
performances  are  also  given  by  players 
because  they  do  not  have  a very  hard 
sirelch.  O’Neal,  the  biggest  name,  played 
his  part  well,  bul  he  was  not  convincing  as 
anything  more  than  a basketball  player. 
Anfernee  Hardaway,  on  the  olher  hand,  is 
a totally  convincing  player  and  person.  He 
plays  iheparlof  Butch  very  well,  especially 
when  he  asks  to  leave  and  is  told  that  his 
mother  will  lose  her  job  and  house. 

If  you  arc  noi  a diehard  basketball  fan,  I 
would  recommend  lhalyoustay  away  from 
this  moviedue  to  its  very  weak  writing  and 
acting.  But  if  you  arc  a b-ball  fan,  you 
might  want  to  check  it  out,  if  for  nothing 
else,  than  to  iry  and  recognize  all  the  NBA 
stars  that  popup  throughout  “Blue  Chips.”

Gospel  music.  The  term  evokes 
cinematic  images  of  clapping  choirs, 
flapping  robe,  and  stars  such  as  Whoopi 
Goldberg  in  "Sister  Acl";ind  ihediamond- 
sluddcd  revival  king  Sieve  Marlin  in 
'‘Leap  of  Faith.”  Bul  far  more  than  a 
form  of  religious  worship,  gospel  music 
has  become  a form  of  oral  history  for 
African  Americans,  as  was  illustrated  in 
"The  Evolution  of  African-American 
Gospel  Music,"  a c'oncerl-teclurc 
presented  on  Thursday.  Feb.  24  in 
McGuire  Hall. 

The  preseniaiion  traced  gospel  music 
from  ils  earliest  acappclla  origin,  Ihe 
Negro  spiritual  sung  by  slaves  in  the 
1800s.  lo  ils  present  evolution  into  ihc 
genre  "conlemporary  gospel,”  a mixture 
of  traditional  gospel,  as  well  as  olher 
forms  of  music.  Dr,  Horace  Clarence 


Boyer,  professor  of  music  at  the 
UniversiiyofMassachusclls  at  Amherst, 
and  the  Year  of  Jubilee,  a quartet 
comprised  of  Boyer;  Dr.  Lcvctl  Smith, 
professor  of  sociology  at  Loyola;  Mr. 
Kendrick  Niles  and  Mr.  Roy  Blair  of  the 
UniversityofMassachusetls  narrated  the 
presentation. 

The  Negro  spiritual  lacked  Ihc  rapid 
beat  and  enthusiastic  clapping  that  so 
often  accompanies  gospel  music  today, 
relying  instead  on  iis  somber  lone  to 
communicate  the  hardships  faced  by 
African  Americans  at  the  time.  In  the 
1850s,  however,  gospel  first  made  its 
transformation  from  somber  to  the 
jubilant,  causing  activist  Booker  T 
Washington  lo  later  declare  lhai  in  lhat 
time  ‘'freedom  came.”  Twenty  years 
later,  in  the  late  1870s,  the  quartei-slyle 
ofgospelsingingwas  first  implemented, 
featuring  four-pan  harmonies  performed 
in  much  the  style  of  the  barbershop 
quartet.  Bul  instead  of  crooning  aboul 


“Barbara  Ann,”  or  jammin’  ihe  "Java 
Jive,"  songs  such  as  "Precious  Lord, 
Thke  My  Hand”  and  “Soon  1 Will  Be 
Done  (With  The  TVoubles  of  This 
World)"  kept  gospel ’s  theme  focused  on 
hope  and  faith  in  God,  bringing  new 
meaning  lo  the  now-clichcd  term 
“inspirational  music."  The  quartet,  first 
composed  of  nine  students  from  Fitts 
University,  became  (he  paradigm  for 
quartets  and  choirs  everywhere. 

Proclaimed“ihemosianEslingmusic" 
by  Boyer,  gospel  music  offers  ast  renglh 
of  faith  in  its  lyrics  that  is  also 
demonstrated  in  hymns,  but  brought  to 
life  through  enthusiasm  and  conviction 
of  the  perfoimance,  which  accounts  for 
ils  enduring  quality  over  a century  of 
cultural  change.  It  serves  as  example  of 
how  much  belter  it  is  lo  rejoice  in.  ralher 
than  merely  recite,  one’s  beliefs. 

"The  Evotulion  of  African-American 
Gospel  Music”  wa.s  part  of  Loyola’s 
African-American  Heritage  Series 
highlighting  Black  History  Month.

Golf  sets  high  goals  for  1994  season

In  ius  fall  season,  the  Loyola  golf  team 
achieved  a national  ranking  and  a third 
place  district  ranking.  The  men  also 
captured  the  St.  John’s  Invitational  Tbur- 
nament as  well  as  a second  consecutive 
Metro  Atlantic  Athletic  Conference 
Championship. 

The  Greyhounds  received  a national 
ranking  of  37  in  the  NCAA  coaches  poll 
in  Golf  World  magazine.  In  the  Feb.  4 
issue  of  Golf  World,  the  team  was  also 
picked  to  be  a qualifier  in  District  Two 
for  the  NCAA  East  Regional  along  with 
rivals  Princeton,  Penn  Stale,  Scion  Hall. 
And,  the  third  place  district  ranking  re- 
ceived at  the  end  of  the  fall  season  was 
the  highest  ranking  ever  for  Loyola.  So 
what  is  next  for  the  golfers  as  they  enter 
the  spring  portion  of  their  season? 

"We  have  set  goals,  and  we  have 
reached  each  goal,"  said  Head  Coach 
Dr.  Mike  Ventura.  "But  nowwe want  (o 
maintain  our  position,  advance  to  ihe 
regional  finals  and  go  to  the  NCAA  Tbur- 


nament.’’ 

The  team  hopes  to  achieve  these  lofty 
goals  riding  on  the  strong  play  of  senior 
captain  Tbm  Lewandowski  and  junior 
Bryan  Lebedcvitch.  The<:e  two  were 
instrumental  in  wins  last  fall;  they  fin- 
ished one  and  two,  respectively,  at  the 
MAACs,  and  Lewandowski  finished 
fourth  at  theprestigious,  26  icamfleldSl. 
John’s  Tbumey. 

Ti-ansfer  student  Brandon  Luckeil 
posted  a fine  fall  performance  as  well. 
He  moved  from  the  fifth  slot  to  the  third 
position  and  shot  a first  round  68  at  the 
St.  John’s  Tbumamenl  - one  of  the  best 
collegiate  rounds  on  that  course  in 
Beihpage,  N.Y.  He  will  be  a major  factor 
in  the  success  of  the  team’s  .spring  sea- 
son. Ventura  said,  “Brandon  Luckeit 
proved  to  be  a valuable  addition  to  our 
team." 

Rounding  out  the  top  five  are  Keith 
Rymer  and  Justin  Hibey.  Both  will  be 
counted  on  to  help  the  team.  Last 
season,  Rymershowedsigns  of  his  prom- 
ising talent  whenhe  lied  Lebedcvitch  for 
second  place  at  the  MAACs. 

“ The  play  of  Hibey  and  Rymer  will  be 
key;  I look  for  them  to  improve  and  move 


up  a notch,”  Ventura  said. 

Besides  these  five, juniors  Steve  Dolan  ^ 
and  Mike  Berry  will  look  to  make  abreak 
into  the  top  five,  as  will  freshman  Liam 
Herron.  All  of  this  talent  has  made  the 
team  stronger  and  contributed  to  its  bal- 
anced attack. 

“Balance  will  be  a key  once  again; 
each  player  must  play  his  best  game,” 
said  Ventura. 

And  so,  the  golf  team  embarks  on  a 
springseason  boaslinga  lough  schedule. 
The  Greyhounds  will  once  again  host  the 
Loyola  Invitational  at  Hunt  Valley  Golf 
Course,  but  they  will  be  competing  in 
such  tournaments  as  the  James  Madison 
Invitational  and  the  Navy  Invitational. 
The  James  Madison  Tburnament  will  be 
especially  difficult,  as  Loyola  will  be 
competing  against  many  of  the  stronger 
teams  in  its  district.  The  season  offi- 
cially begins  on  March  7 with  the  Will- 
iam and  Mary  Invitational. 

“Becauseofthe  wcaiherwe  have  been 
practicing  indoors  so  far,”  said  Ventura. 
“This  is  a yearly  handicap,  but  we  hope 
to  rise  above  it  and  play  well  at  William 
and  Mary.”

Player  credits  teammates,  family  with  his  success

He  is  finishing  his  final  playing  ycarof 
Loyola  basketball.  Inlhisyear’sseason, 
he  has  surpassed  1000  points,  he  has 
broken  the  assist  record  and  set  a new 
one  at  over  500  assists,  he  has  worked 
hard  to  prove  him.self  to  Loyola,  his 
family  and  friends,  but  most  importantly, 
to  himself.  Dacy  Bergan  made  a phe- 
nomenal comeback  this  year  and  helped 
the  1993-94  Loyola  basketball  team  be- 
comconeofihe  best  teams  in  the  school’s 
history. 

With  the  strength  of  the  new  coach, 
Skip  Prosser,  Bergan  believes  theclosc- 
ness  between  the  team  has  conlribulcd  to 
its  success.  Bergan  feels  you  have  to 
play  for  the  team.  He  would  make  sure 
he  was  known  as  "helping"  the  team. 

“Our  philosophy  is  family,”  said 
Bergan.  “When  the  team  is  going  through 
bad  times,  we  always  have  meetings  to 
talk  about  it.  We  never  would  have  done 
that  in  the  past.” 

Bergan  said  his  teammates  treat  him 
like  a brother.  In  their  lockcroom  there 
are  three  phrases  painted  on  the  walls: 
Play  Hard,  Play  Ibgeiher  and  Family. 

With  the  positive  reinforcement  from 
the  team  and  the  positive  altitude  he  has 
experienced  this  year,  it  seems  difficult 
for  Bergan  to  imagine  leaving  basketball 
for  good. 

“I’m  not  ready  to  hang  Ihe  shoes  up!" 
said  Bergan. 

He  has  heard  that  professional  scouts 
have  appeared  at  some  of  the  games,  but 
he  does  not  know  if  he  would  play  pro- 
fessional either  in  the  NBA  or  Ihe  Euro- 
pean league. 

“When  the  season  is  over,  we’ll  talk 
about  what  is  best  for  me,"  said  Bergan. 
“Coach  Prasser  knows  people  and  my 
high  school  [DeMalha]  coach  [Morgan 
Wooten]  has  contacts." 

Bergan  has  kept  In  touch  with  Wooten 
because  he  works  at  camps  in  the  sum- 


mer. He  began  at  Woolen's  camp  as  a 
participant  and  worked  his  way  up  to  a 
counselor  and  is  currently  a demonstra- 
tor. Players  agc-s  eight  to  18  participate 
in  the  camps  located  at  University  of 
Michigan,  Old  Dominion  in  Virginia, 
the  Naval  Academy,  and  Mount  St. 
Mary’s[Woolen ’scamp).  Ttaching  these 
players  is  helping  Bergan  reach  his  ulti- 
mate career  dream  and  goal. 

“I  want  to  be  a head  coach  in  college 
[basketball],  hut  I have  to  start  as  an 
undergraduate  assistant,"  said  Bergan. 

Bergan  hopes  to  work  with  Pro.sscr 
next  year  while  he  finishes  his  last  aca- 
demic semester  at  Loyola.  Becoming  an 
undergraduate  assistant  will  be  compa- 
rable to  an  internship  for  Bergan. 

“I  want  to  learn  under  Coach  Prosser. 
He  is  a walking  man  of  quotes  and  is  full 
of  wisdom,”  said  Bergan. 

Bergan  realizes  that  ifcoachingdocsn’i 
happen  right  away,  he  needs  a backup. 
His  degrceinCommunicaiions/Public 
Relations  will  help  him  with  that. 

“I  knew  i wanted  to  be  in  the  media 
atmosphere,"  said  Bergan.  “If  I’m  not  a 
coach,  1 want  to  be  in  the  media  [sports].
